preparednsH  In  this  country. 

"I  particularly  wahted  to  find 
what  was  being  done  about  shell 
.shock,"  I)r  Fulton  explained  in  an 
intarvlew.  "But  X  dlda't  find  any. 
The  only  eases  they  had  to  amount 

to  anything  were  from  Dunkerque, 
and  those  are  all  cleared  up.  ITiere 
is  a  complete  absence  of  war  neuroses 
among  the  civilian  population  " 

This,  Dr.  Pulton  says,  is  a  reflec- 
tion of  the  morale  %f  the  English 
people.  "Their  morale  Is  the  first 
Impression  •  visitor  receives.

V  McN.  RoUe.  "Bo  far  as  electri- 
cal hasards  are  concerned.  If  we 
exercise  a  lltUe  care,  there  need  not 
be  a  single  fire  cauaad  by  electrical 
fixtures" 

^hen  electric  lights  were  substi- 
tuted for  lighted  candles,  the  great- 
est source  of  Christmas .  fires  was 
eliminated.  But  electrical  tree  wir- 
ing and  lamps  have  brought  some 
lesser  hasards  of  their  own  Mr 
Rolfe  want.s  these  hazards  to  Ik- 
understood  so  they  can  be  avoided. 

Bach  year  about  a  hundred  fires 
throughout  the  country  rpsult  from 
idulty  titv  st't,<.  asually  accounting 
(or  >-r.i:  ii  (Icatli.s  Such  f^res  occUr 
when  exposed  live  parts  of  the  sets 
become  short-circuited.  Sometimes 
It  1.S  tinsel  or  otht-r  metal  tree  deco- 
ration.s  that  touch  exposed  live 
part.s  f,f  the  set,  causing  the  short 
circuit,  and  in  other  cases  two  live 
perts  of  the  set  It.self  come  into 
contact.

Lord  Halifax  ha.s  Ioiir  politiral  pxpprienre 
with  a  record  of  diplomatic  and  execiilive  serv- 
ice to  his  country  of  a  character  that  maa  been 
equalled  by  few.  He  was  rpRarried  as  ope  of  the 
great  Viceroys  of  India,  and  he  wa-i  a  ({real 
Foreign  Secretory,  as  well,  during^  long  months 
of  thr  pre.sent  War  As  the  .spokesman  of  the 
Uovernment  In  the  House  of  Lords  his  explana- 
tlona  of  the  course  of  events  were  always  lucid 
and  outspoken  He  is  not  an  orator  but  he  has 
the  gift  of  going  tu  the  heart  of  things  in 
Unguage  that  can  be  understood  by  all.  and  in 
this  re.spect  he  will  make  an  undoubted  appeal 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States.

Then,  too,  beeauae  of 
the  exprrienre  Lord  Halifax  gained  at  the 
Foreign  Office  and  in  the  War  Cabinet,  he  can 
qpeak  on  the  plans  and  purpoaea  of  the  SrltUh 
Oovemment  with  a  f.n  wider  authority  than 
anyone  who  could  have  been  chosen  for  the  post 
from  the  strictly  diplomatic  service.  In  this 
respect  he  will  enjoy  advantages  that  ertata 
something  in  the  nature  of  a  precedent. 

Since  the  Infidelity  of  Herr  Hitler  was  un- 
m.i.^kfd  there  has  been  no  stauncher  upholder 
of  the  present  British  attitude  in  the  affairs  of 
Europe  than  the  new  ambassador.  He  will  take 
with  him  to  Wa.shington  the  spirit  of  Inflexible 
determination  with  which  the  British  people  are 
Imbued  and  he  will  be  able  to  Interpret  It  to 
Americans.  Viewed  from  any  standpoint  the 
appointment  is  an  excellent  one.  There  Is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  it  will  work  out  as 
another  evidence  of  th*  poUtlcal  aagaclty  of 
Mr.  Winston  Churchill. 


Public  opinion  upon  matters  of  world  im- 
portance does  not  move  forward  at  the  same 
rate  of  speed  m  every  democracy.  The  English- 
speaking  democracies  dlfftr  from  one  another  In 

sectional  Intere.sts,  local  tradition  and  habitual 
ways  of  thixxlung.  to  a  greater  or  less  extent 
Tbaaa  and  other  factors  serve  to  quicken  or  re- 
tard the  growth  of  public  opinion  and  the  public 
response  to  the  challenge  of  national  and  inter- 
national problems.  Future  hlstmlans  will  have 
tlie  task  of  describinR  and  afcountiriK  for  the 
changes  that  have  taken  place  m  American 
opinion  during  the  year  now  coming  to  a  close. 

Twelve  months  a^o  the  political  creed  of  many 
Americans  contained  certaUi  comfortable  articles 
of  faith,  for  example  that  the  War  was  a  Euro- 
pean conflict  In  which  Americans  had  little  vital 
Interest,  that  Justice  and  right,  however,  were  on 
the  side  of  Great  Britain  and  her  allies,  that  vic- 
tory was  sure  to  crown  their  efforts,  and  that 
active  American  participation  was  therefore  un- 
necessary. In  early  Summer,  however,  this  atti- 
tude of  detachment  and  easy  optimism  under- 
went a  significant  change.  By  that  time  it  had 
become  evident  that  the  struggle  was  one  in 
which  an  attitude  of  neutral  unconcern  was  Im- 
possible. The  logic  of  isolationism  could  no  longer 
stand  up  under  the  weight  it  had  undertaken  to 
carry.  Today  the  citizens  of  the.  great  republic 
arc  quite  sure  that  the  conflict  is  nothing  less 
than  a  fight  between  civilization  and  barbarism, 
and  their  chief  desire  and  purpose  it  to  line  up 
effectively  on  the  right  side.  It  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  readiness  with  which  the  American  is 
able  to  readjust  his  ideas,  and  "turn  a  keen  un- 
troubled face  home  to  the  instant  need  of  things  " 
Within  the  past  few  days  President  Roosevelt 
has  made  an  Important  pronouncement  rtgard- 
Ing  aid  to  Great  Britain,  which  has  given  much 
satisfaction  to  the  well-wishers  of  liberty.  It 
appears  that  the  artificial  barriers  carefully 
erected  some  time  ago  to  prevent  America  from 
becoming  involved  in  4h«-6onfllct  are  to  be  ig- 
nored. Abundant  material  altf  Is  to  be  furnished,

Great  Britain  can,  however, 
pay  In  good.s,  and  thl.s  is  how  the  account  is  to 
be  cleared.  There  Is  to  be  no  financial  wizardry, 
but  it  will  involve  a  change  in  the  traditional 
Urirr  policy  of  the  United  States,  which  ha.s 
I  usually  aimed  at  keeping  out  foreign  goods.  Some 
j  at  least  of  the  troubles  of  the  world  since  1918

the  Americans.  Mr.  Roosevelt's  proposals  mean 
that  in  future  American  ports  will  be  open  to  a 
considerable  exf<>nt  to  British  goods.  These  pro- 
posals are  In  line  with  Mr.  Cordell  Hull's  well- 
known  views.  Mr.  Hull  has  long  been  a  strong 
advocate-  of  freer  trade  between  nations  as  a 
necessary  step  to  the  establishment  of  better 
Umes  for  svsryone.  and  not  least  for  the  Ameri- 
cans thaastlvas.

The  experiences  ot  the  present  War.  and  par- 
ticularly those  In  the  Low  Countries  and  France, 

show  that  only  mechanization  can  defeat  mscha- 
nizatioi)-  This  Is  why  training  In  the  use  of  me- 
chanical equipment  Is  of  such  paramount  impor- 
tance In  making  modern  troops  flt  to  engage  the 
enemy.  In  Canada,  after  the  War  haa  been  in 
progress  for  flfteen  months,  there  still  exists  a 
somewhat  woeful  lark  of  such  equipment  The 
result  is  that  troops  in  this  country,  even  those 
destined  for  service  overseas,  are  only  half- 
tralnsd.  it  is  not  their  fault:  it  Is  not  the  fault 
of  their  officers.  The  blame  rests  with  the  Oov- 
emment, which,  whatever  its  desires,  has  been 
recreant  in  the  task  of  .speeding  up  munitions 
industries  to  a  pohit  where,  long  before  now, 
ample  equipment  would  have  been  available  for 
the  Canadian  Army. 

The  difference  in  warfare  now  and  in  1914  \n 
pronounced.  Take  tlie  case  of  a  division  of  troops. 
It  now  contoins  only  two-thirds  of  the  numerical 
strength  It  had  in  1014.  but.  if  fully  equipped, 
it  has  an  enormously  increased  fire  power.  The 
batUUon  of  1914  had  two  machine  guns:  the  bat- 
talion of  today  has  fifty  Brni  Kuns  For  mobile 
purposes,  there  is  mechanical  transport  which 
provldea  increased  strategic  mobility.  In  the 
(■  '  1'  War  there  were  many  occasions  when 
tiuup.s  were  moved  by  lorries  and  buses,  but  then 
the  arUUery  could  only  move  at  the  speed  of  the 
horses  used  Now  the  whole  ci>liinin  moves  at 
the  same  pace.  The  new  mechanization,  con- 
tinuously being  improved,  has  brought  the  prob- 1  Vernon 
lem  of  trafTlr  control  to  the  fore.  It  ha  -  bmimht,  IKrhnvna 
as  well,  the  urgency  of  protection  from  uir  atUck 
This  is  a  matter  in  which  training  is  of  vital 
Importance  Moreover,  modern  warfare  has  made 
the  organization  behind  the  lines  more,  compli- 
cated, rot  a  mechanised  army  there  must  be 
•Cheloncd  repair  shops  and  large  supplies  of 
spare  parts  which  can  be  moved  rapidly  to 
wherever  needed.  The  army,  as  never  before, 
needs  the  materials  of  industry,  and  needs  larger 
bodies^  of  men  who  are  specialized  in  different 
trades.  The  addition  to  the  impedimenta  of  war 
of  tanks  and  other  armored  fighting  vehicles  fur- 
nishes special  problems  structurally  and  numsri- 
eally. 

To  what  extent  all  these  factors  are  being 

taken  '.nto  account  In  the  training  of  troops  in 
Canada  is  known  fully  only  in  mihtary  circles, 
>but  what  Is  obvknu  to  the  lay  mind  Is  that  th* 
handicap.^  are  great  becaii.se  equipment  is  so 
small.
